The fig ht was the leg itim ate result of the 
heat o f the canvas for g overnor, between the 
Democratic factions, the end of which will 
be reached Thursday when th& primaries are 
held. 
Five other men have already been 
killed in the state over this question, and the 
ex citem ent caused by this last trag edy bids 
fair to further ex tend the death list. 
Each I 
party charg es the other with precipitatin 4 
the row, and the recrimination is very bit 
ter. 
The two men killed were both local 
politicians of g reat “ influence,” Mealy hav­ 
ing beeu credited with carrying the vote of 
the First ward in his pocket 
Clare and Gib­ 
son were arrested. 
The ex citem ent was not allayed Monday, 
when M ealy’s funeral took place, being at 
tended by a vast concourse
